of the people the ourden of indireci 
taxation which the republican policy 
of pretéction imposes upon them for 
the benefit of the few.” 

Gross Breach of Faith. 

It charged the republican leaders in 
the recent revision of the tariff with 
gross breach of faith and treachery to 
the people. and declared that the ex- 
vessive cust of the necessaries of life 
is directly attributable to republican 
misrule, and is certain to continue un- 
til the “iniquitous tariff law—so well 
called the mother of trusts—shall he 
honestly revised by those who repre- 
sent the sufferers and not the benefi- 
cilaries under it, and until, under dem- 
ocratic rule, the tariff of protection 
and special privilege gives way to the 
tariff for revenue only.”

Decision Reached About 
Moving Picture Shows. 


Session of Council Committee 
Was Highly Dramatic---Law- 
yer Makes Some Lively State- 
ments --- Decision Reached in 
Executive Session. 


Ladies must remove their hats at 
moving picture shows after 6 o'clock in 
the evening. At all day performances 
up to that hour they can wear any kind 
of a hat they want to. 

This was the decision reached by the 
special council committee yesterday 
afternoon after one of the most in- 
tensely interesting, most ‘dramatic’ 
meetings ever held, by a council com- 
mittee in Atlanta. 

The deliberations of the momentous 
question were interspersed with such 
remarks by Attorney E. V. Carter as: 

“Here are great councilmen who have 
$3,000,000 of bond money, to spend 


shooting at a tom-tit.” 

“Make the women take off their hats, 
géntlemen? I tell you that since the 
rats have gone out of style some Wo- 
men cannot, take off their hats without 
subjecting themselves to the scoffs and 
ridicule of the multitude.” 

“All of this shows a big streak of 
masculine selfishness.” 

“Just go on, gentlemen, and you will 
wind up by having woman. suffrage 
sooner than you expect in Atlanta.” 

“Why, gentlemen, a man who would 
raise a row. about hats in a five-cent 
show that lasts only thirty minutes 
must have dyspepsia and ought :to be 
at home.” 

‘“Tt.is a divine perogative of:.a wo- 
man to wear her’ hat and no man 
should dare to take from her this God- 
given right.’

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PURE FOOD LAW ENFORCED;

Two important seizures of foods and 
feeds were made in Atlanta yesterday 
in the strict enforcement of the pure 
food and feed law of Georgia and the 

United States. Ten tons of alfalfa hay, 
alleged to be shipped by the Nebraska- 
Colorado Company, of Kearney, Neb., 
to Atlanta for sale, were found mouldy 
and decomposed. Samples 
by the United States food and drug in- 
epector, J. L. Lynch, and turned over 
to State Chemist R. E. 
information in regard to the seizure 
was filed with United States District 
Attorney F. C. Tate. Steps will be 
taken at once to condemn such hay, 
which is said to cause blind staggers 
and other sicknesses in animals. 

Thursday morning it was announced 
that eighty-nine barrels of catsup had 
beén seized In the warehouse of H. L. 
Singer. Examination by State Chemist 
Stallings disclosed the presence of 
benzoate of soda and corn flour in it. 
United States Inspector Lynch sent 
samples to Washington, where it was 
reported the catsup contained enor- 
mous quantities of bacteria and was 
made from decomposed and putrid veg- 
etables. The United States marshal 
has seized the shipment. The New 
Bluegrass Belle Canning Company, of 
Owensboro, Ky., is alleged to be the 
shipper. The indictment will originate 
there, the case against the goods to 
be tried here. If the government sus- 
tains the case, the goeds will be de- 
etroyed.

Dr. Hawthorne was pastor of the 
First Baptist church in Atlanta for 
twelve years, coming to this city from 
Richmond, Va., In 1884. 

The history of the pulpit in the 
south contains the name of no minister 
more widely known than was he. Pos- 
sessing a physique that was striking 
in the extreme, gifted with a voice 
and delivery, the fame of which was 
known throughout the country, and 
blessed with an intellect that made 
him one of the foremost thinkers of 
his day, Dr. Hawthorne was at once 
one of the most picturesque and popu- 
lar men that ever filled a southern 
pulpit. His reputation as a speaker 
and thinker was national. During’ the 
last few years of his life he lectured 
ihroughout practically the entire coun- 
try. 

While pastor of the First Baptist 
church he worked with such untiring 
zeal and to such good purpose that the 
church made rapid strides forward 
and was well on the way to its present 
high position when he left the pas- 
torate, 

It was during his service to this 
church that he, together with Henry 
Grady, led the memorable fight which 
resulted in prohibition in Atlanta in 
1886-87. In this fight he stood out 
as hardly § second to the immortal 
Grady himself. 

Leaving Atlanta in 1896, Dr. Haw- 
thorne went to serve the First Bap- 
tist church in Nashville, where he re- 
mained for a number of years, return- 
ing afterward to serve another church 
in Richmond, Va. Five years ago he 
retired from active church work on 
account of his health, and since’ that 
time has devoted his life to writing 


and lecturing. 

Hie is survived by his wife. Mrs. 
Marv Hawthorne: two sons, Hartwell, 
of Virginia, and Charles, of New York,

THE NEUTRAL ZONE OF THE PRESIDENT. 


“Hypercriticism,” “hysteria” and “hypocrisy” are some of ‘the more 
pungent terms used by President Taft in his Newark speech in voicing his 
view of press criticisms of his administration. 3 

In previous addresses he has given plain intimations of resentment of 
thé manner in which his policies and methods were peing “hammered,” but 
never hag ‘he gone so far as in the New Jersey. utterance. 

. The president's teeling in the matter is entirely natural, under the cir- 

cteaselinese. He has had to bear the brunt of attacxs, not alone from the 
democratic press, but as well from a large contingent of_the préss of his 
own part:, many of the hide-bound republican papers manifesting a ten- 
dency to cease all efforts to see good in his administration. 
. Making due allowance for the inevitable chafing against such condi- 
tions, it remains that Mr. Taft has, te the unbiased observer, taken rather 
an aggravated view of the situation. To be sure, bis administration has 
been plentifully assailed, especially in the last four months, by papers of 
all shades of opinion and affiliation. 

On tue other hand, he has not lacked for defenders. Many of the 
fairer democratic organs have pleaded that he be given more time before 
being brought to the bar of judgment: many republican papers have pursued 
the same general course and a tolerance of spirit nas not been lacking in 
those papers of independent attitude. 

The feature that perhaps most galls the president is the mixed eatere. 
of the defense the papers of his own party cre putting up for him. - Almost 
singular in American history is the spectacle of national journalism occupy- 
ing rather a judicial angle, or, at least, one suggesting suspended ‘udg- 
ment. 

Many- presidents have had their outright and uncompromisin, critics, 
and as many others their outright and unqvalifying partisans. But this 
president has, thus far, seemed able only to effect.a kind of neutral zone 
in the line of editorial commitment. 

Painstaking analysis would likely disclose.the temperament of Mr. Taft 
himself, as well as the peculiarly unprecedented nature or the manner of 
his accession, a8 reasons contributory to the exigting ‘atus. 

In the end, the tangle must inevitably resolve itself in one direction or 
the other. 

In the meantime, we imagine it is rather tedious and exasperating 
waiting to a man who, ignoring all superficial strictu~es passed upon him, 
we believe to be intrinsically genuine and well-meaning.

WIDEN STEWART AVENUE, 


When traffic conditions, long prior to the Speedway races last Novem- 
ber, made apparent the necessity for widening tho entrance to Stewart 
avenue from Whitehall to Wells street, a distance of approximately 1,000 
feet, The Constitution promptly took up. the matter editorially, und urged 
that council should make. provision for this essential impravement as speed- 
ily as conditions would permit.

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BUT WHY NOT PUBLIC ROADS? 


In an evident fit of pique, The Philadelphia nquirer denominates the 
proposal to spend $8,000,000 of government money, now about to pass con- 
gress, in the improvement of the Mississippi river and its tributaries, “The 
crime of the Mississippi.” 

If it had been proposed to put that $8,000,000-into waters about Penn- 
Sylvania, would it equally have been declared “The crime of the Delaware?” 

Yet we doubt not that such sum, or greater, has already gone into 
those self-same waters. : | 

This time, however, it happens that the Delaware is to get a com par- 
atively small sum, while greater attention than heretofore is to be devoted 
to the Mississippi and its allied rivers. 

But if $40,000,000 is to be expended upon rivers ané harbors, if all 
of this money must necessarily go tnat way, then why not spend $8,000,000 
of it upon the country’s greatest and most important interior water course 
system? 

If waterway development, to the exclusion of other internal improve- 
ments of equal, if not greater, value, is to remain the fixed national policy, 
certainly. no river or harbor can lay greater claim to < large share of the 
fund than the waterway system in the Mississippi. valley. 

The Constitution is not disposed to criticise reasonable waterway im- 
provements either in the Delaware,or in the Mississippi: but we feel that 
we can, with manifest justice, emphasize our oft-repeated protest AGAINST 
ALL FOR WATERWAYS AND NOTHING FOR PUBLIC ROADS.

To Farmers. 
To the Officers and Members of the 

Farmers’ Union: 

Let’s give “resoluting” in Farmers’ 
Union conventions, that is, as regards 
legislation, a rest for a little while 
and instead get in behind congress or 
make it put into force so many of the 
resolutions we've passed. 

I have been writing to the brethren 
much along this line lately and now, 
in addition to getting in behind con- 
gress personaliy, I am sending the fol- 
lowing letter to every representative 
and senator in congress to ascertain 
their sentimnt with regard to the 
measures we are passing. 

This isn’t the last letter I’m going to 
send, elther.

The Fifty-ninth Congress authorized an 1nves- 
tigation of postal affairs, and a joint commission, 
headed by Senator Penrose and Representative 
Overstreet, made a thorough investigation of the 
whole subject. As a result, the Overstreet bill, 
which contains many excellent recommendations, 
was presented. It is not from guesswork that we 
have concluded that the Department is in need of 
radical reorganization, but from the official reports 
of this Joint Congressional Postal Commission 
and of the disinterested accountants hired by 1t to 
investigate the business methods of the Depart- 
ment. We quote from these reports, remember- 
ing that the findings and criticisms are not ours, 
but those of a Congressional Commission and its 
authorized agents.

The Mercury to Stand Around 
Freezing for Next 48 Hours. 
Fine Weather Coming. 


Fair and colder than yesterday, this 
morning is scheduled to put in its ap- 
pearance and throughout today, to- 
morrow and a portion of Sunday the 
Same conditions will continue to exist. 
The mercury will be found just a cou- 
ple of notches below the freezing point 
at 8 o’clock this morning and there

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will be little rise throughout the day, 


unless the dope goes wrong. To- 
morrow will be the same quality, but 
Sunday morning ts due to see a raise 
in temperature and real balmy weath- 
er may be expected by Monday after- 
noon at the very latest.

ON BETTER CABLES 


Improved European Demand 
eported---Futures Closed 
18 to 41 Points Up. 


New York, February 24.—Reporis of 
an improved European trade demand 
and claims of relatively firm interior 
spot markets, imparted a decidedly bet- 
ter tone to cotton futures today and, 
after some early irregularity, prices 
advanced sharply with the close steady 
at a net gain of 18@41 points. 

The opening was steady at an ad- 
vance of 9@19 points, in response to 
better Liverpool cables than expected 


and covering. There was a good deal 
of cotton for sale at the start and 
after the close of Liverpool had shut 
out arbitrage buying orders, prices 
eased off to within 3@6 points of last 
night’s cables, under continued liqui- 
dation and bear pressure. But offer- 
ings of long cotton were much smaller 
than they had been on the break of 
the previous day and during the early 
afternoon the reports of a better spot 
demand from the south, expectations 
ef bulish week-end figures and ru- 
mors tnat teading interests would 
take up any cotton that might be ten- 
dered on March contracts started a 
covering movement. Buying became 
general on the advance, and May con- 
tracts sold up from 13.98, the low 
point of the morning, to 14.27, closing 
at 14.26 bid. while March advanced to 
4.20, or 43 points over the closing 
figures of last night and showed the 
maximum gain at the close. It is re- 
ported thit part of the cotton tender- 
ed on March contracts will be shipped 
to Liverpool for delivery on March- 
April in that market. Part of the 
early selling may have been due to 
reports that Fall River mills will cur- 
tail by shutting down on Saturdays 
for the next three months, but local 
statisticians figured that tnis curtall- 
ment would not cause a reduction of 
more than 8,000 cates in the require- 
ments of spot cotton. Southern spot 
nrarkets officially reported early were 
unchanged to %c lower.

OFFERINGS SMALL 


ON STOCK EXCHANGE 


Professional Operators Wary 
About Operating on Short 
Side of Market. 


New York, February 24.—Dealings in 
stocks today werescarcely larger than 
yesterday. The thinness of the market 
was as marked on the selling side as 
on the buying side, and it required but 
a small absorption to lift prices. It 
is the scarcity of stock offerings for 
sale that makes the professional oper- 
ators wary about operating on the 
short side of the market, in spite of 
professed conviction on their part that 
no sufficient demand is felt to indicate 
any action on an influential scale. The 
timidity of the bears is aggravated by 
such a demonstration of last week in 
Reading and that of today of the 
southern group of railroad stocks. To- 
day’s movement lacked authoritative 
explanation as completely as did the 
previous action of Reading. A _ sup- 
position naturally arose that some 
financial project was working out, de- 
signed to change the relation between 
these properties already very close by 
reason of the control of Louisville and 
Nashville, held by Atlantic Coast Line 
and a mutual control of other proper- 
ties held by Louisville and Nashville 
and Southern railway. Until the move- 
ment in these stoeKs stimulated some 
vitality in the rest of the market, it 
was practically lifeless. An early at- 
tempt to depress prices met with little 
success, and this, as much as any defi- 
nite news of conditions, prompted the 
latter upward movement. The quiet- 
in Philadelphia 
was accepted as good news. The of- 
fer of arbitration by the Baltimore 
and Ohio in its labor dispute made a 
hopeful impression of prospects for the 
way in which other disputes might be 
dealt with. The remarks of the Price 
Current on the weather happenings 
of the week in the winter wheat region 
had a reassuring effect. in spite of the 
admission of probable damage. On the 
other hand. the curtailment of time 
in the Fall River cotton mills and 
the cutting down of hours in the Read- 
ing shops conveyed an impression of 
decrease of profitable activity that was 
not relished. 

The abstract of the reports to the 
controller of the currency of the na- 
tional banks of the country, as of 
January 31. shows the loan expansion 
since the November 16 report well dis- 
tributed, the New York banks being 
reported for less than $18,000,000 of the 
$80.715,880 aggregate increase for that 
period, The stock market liquidation 
effected in that interval explains this 
relative showing. In the yearly com- 
parison, however, there is shown an 
increase since Februarv 5 of last yvear 
of $388.736.887 in the loan account of 
the national banks, the cash reserves 
havine shrunk in the same time over 
$27.000.000. The credit condition is. in 
consequence, still considerably extend- 
ed. in spite of the substantial deflation 
which has occurred tn the stock mar- 
ket. This comparison lends impor- 
tance to the reports coming from lead- 
ers in mercantile paper here in New 
York of a desire to discriminate 
against paper not of the choicest 
grade. Force {s given also to the sug- 
gestion that a process of liquidation 
on old cotton and grain paper through 
the country may remain to be com- 
pleted. Today demand for remittances 
to London advanced the rates for ster- 
ling exchange and discount rates rose 
in the London money market.

Bills Will Be Returned 
by Jersey Grand Jury. 


It Is Said Fifteen Indictments 
Will Be Handed Up Before 
Justice Swayze Today --- In- 
dictments Follow Investiga- 
tion of Cold Storage Plants. 


New York, February 24.—-After 
weeks of investigation by a grand jury 
in Hudson New York, indica- 
tions are indictments 
will be handed up. before’ Justice 
Swayne in the supreme court at Jer- 
sey City tomorrow, against the great 
packing interests of the country main- 
taining cold storage plants in Jersey 
City 

Just who will be named as individ- 
ual directors or officers, it is, of course, 
impossible to ascertain: but it is 
known definitely that indictments have 
been prepared which will charge con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade under the 
state laws 

This inquiry at Jersey City has 
been the most important one in the 
east since thé wave of public opinion 
demanded legal steps to lighten the 
burden of the ever-increasing higher 
of living. The great storehouses 
there hold tne food supplies upon 
which the millions of Greater New 
York and guburbs draw, and New York 
an.l New Jersey have been cooperating 
in the investigation. A grand jury 
in New York county is to begin a sim- 
ilar line of inquiry within a few days. 

The plants that were under inves- 
tigation are operated by the Nation- 
al Packing Company, Nelson & Co., 
Swift & Co., and Armour & Co. 

Pierre Garven, the public prosecut- 
of Hudson county, has conducted 
investigation, but recently has 
balked in his attempts to ob- 
tain the. books of the National Pack- 
ing Company. The prosecutor threat- 
ens to obtain a court writ in order to 
get possession, and, failing in this, to 
tuke steps to revoke the packing 
ccmpany’s charter. 

There was circulated today a story 
that men from Chicago had attempted 
to bribe Mr. Garven to call a halt 
in the Investigation. While the prose- 
cutor declined either to confirm or 
deny the report, 1t was said that he 
intimated that some sort of advances 
haa been made to-him, the details of 
which he declined to discuss.

PUSTAL BANKS 


Texan Says Measure Is 
Utterly Objectionable. 


Despite the Demand in Demo- 
cratic Platform for Postal 
Banks, Bailey Declines to Sup- 
port Measure---He Says Meas- 
ure Is Not Constitutional. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 24.—(Special.) 
The postal savings bank measure of 
the president was fairly riddled in 
the presence of a erowded senate by 
Senator Bailey, of Texas, this after- 
noon, in a speech which deeply im- 
pressed those who heard it and amply 
sustained the reputation of the Texas 
statesman as a forceful debater. 

“The bill,’ he declared in his very 
first sentence, “is subject to every ob- 
jection which can be urged against 
any measure.” 

Bill Not Censtitutional. 

In the face of the democratic 
form demand for this legislation, 
tor Bailey announced boldly that he 
would not support. it, and that no 
other man who was bound by the fed- 
eral constitution could afford tu sup- 
port it. He said there was no grant 
of power given to congress under 
which it could pass such a Dill. He 
then reviewed the section of the con- 
stitution which had been invoked to 
justify its passage and discussed each 
of them separately. 

Neither under the power to regu- 
nor under the power to 
on the credit of the 
United States, nor under the power to 
establish postoffice# and postroads, 
nor to coin money, nor even under the 
general welfare clause could he find 
any excuse for the government! “en- 
couraging thrift and industry” by ac 
cepting the deposits of the people aol 
guaranteeing thefr safe-keeping. He 
insisted that none of the above con- 
stitutionally-delegated purposes were 
to be served, and as postal savings 
banks were not means to any such 
end, they were not constitutional. 


Note Almost Pathetic. 
of His address a note 
pathetic crept into 
Senator Bailey's speech, when he said 
he should have lived fifty years ago, 
that the constitutton was now consid- 
ered to be worn threadbare, regardless 
of the little handling it has recently 
nad. He said he felt’sure at that time 
he would not have been deserted by his 
colleagues in his support of a consti- 
tutional principle. 

“Disregard this great written instru- 
ment in one instanee and under certain 
circumstances, and you cannot invoke 
it under any circumstances,’ he warn- 
ed his colleagues. 

“If the customs 
numerous as postoffices,” 
Bailey. “they would have becn 
to be chosen for this business. 

The business proposed was 4 purely 
fiscal operation, he declared, and made 
no pretense of an} connection with the 
operations of th@ postal service. nme 
contended that the private citizen had 
a right to do with money as he pleased, 
as he had with any other property. 

No Right to Tempt People. 

“Tf vou can bring money from its 
hiding place in one way, you can in an- 
other,” he said. “You have just as 
much power to compel the citizen to 
supply money by threatening him with 
punishment as you have to tempt him 
by guaranteeing to him a profit on it. 
If you can employ a premium you can 
employ a penalty. You have no more 
right to prescribe what a citizen shall 
do with his money than vou have to 
sav what he shall do with his land.” 

He then attempted to show that the 
purpose of the bill was to encourage 
economy and thrift, and he quoted the 
message of President Roosevelt in 1907 
in support of this contention, entering 
upon an argument to show that this 
was not part of the duty of the gov- 
ernment, but. on the other hand, 
it was an unwarranted obtrusion of 
the government into the affairs pf its 
citizens. 

Future Bank Legislation. 

In this connection, he referred 
the future possibility of bank legisla- 
tion, and said that this intrusion of 
the government into the affairs of the 
people soon would be followed by the 
intrusion of private corporations into 
the affairs of the government. Enter- 
ing then upon a discussion of the ab- 
stract rights of citizenship, Mr. Bailey 
declared it was a libel to. say that 
people could not take care of their 
own money, and he deciared that only 
through struggle and suffering could a 
strong people be developed. He con- 
tended that people must learn to take 
the chances and stand upon their own 
responsibility in business affairs. 

The address was followed with close 
attention by a crowded chamber and 
crowded galleries.
